Touring Cars 
Booked For 


Trip Abroad 


: London, July 1. 

Practically the entire pro- 
duction of the world’s fastest 
touring car—the new two and 
one half Ntre Sports Jaguar | 
—has already been booked for 
export. 

This two-seater standard tour- 
Ing car, Which ‘on’ May 30 set up 
a world ppeed record of 132.6 
m.p.h, recently, hos also been drie 
ven on 8 2,000-milo rond test by 
T.H, Wisdom, Motoring Corras- 
pondent for tho Dually Herald. 

Mr. Wisdom reports that 
throughout the journey the car 
hold road koa locch and that 
in second gear the car will do’ 70 
m.p.h., in third a hundred and tn 
top, more than two miles q min- 
ute. It will also glide through 
traffle at 10 m.p.h. and gently 
and allently accelerate away with- 
out changing Ts . 

“At 70 mph. the ongine 1s 
turning over’ at 2,800 rovolution 
er minute.
